FORM TAX 


Revenue 
Increase Will Be- 


come Effective Five Min- 
utes After Law Is Passed. 


Five minutes perhaps after tho now 


law Intended to increase tho revenue 
tax Is voted nt Washington the local 
authorities expect to see It In full op- 
eration In the state of Now Hampshire. 
Some show of actuality was given to 
tho matter yesterday at 'the Internal 
revenue ofnco by tho receipt of a heap 
ot stajnns destined to ornament quite 
somo bundles of goods. 


As a kind of disappointing surprise, 


however, the stamps woro^found to bo 
niqioly receipts to bo affixed to cigar 
and tobacco packages. At tho present 
time, tho smoker has to pay on clgarw 
alone, a tax of S3 per thousand, and 
Just about $1000 worth of those, stamps 
are disposed of at the internal revenue 
olnco every day. "When tho 'now law- 
becomes operative the actual income of 
Iho otilco will be about J2000 a day. 


In the meantime also, a request shall 


be sent to all drug stores people, H<|- 
uor dealers, tobacco manufacturers to 
file with the department as an Inven- 
tory, sworn before a justice ot tho 
pence or a notary public of tho stock 
they havo on hand, upon which an ad- 
ditional tax will bo levied. 


It is possible that men from the lo- 


cal olfl.ce will be sent over tho state 
to make auch fin Inventory, especially 
among the brewing establishments, be- 
fore making their return to the federal 
authorities.

OF ENGLAND 


(By Associated Press) 


• Behind the Urllish lines In France, 


Sept. 25—That three 
years of 
war

Frenchman's Idea of the English char- 
acter, and have knit tho two nations 
In a friendship that will last forever, 
was the opinion epressed by a great 
French war correspondent In a letter 
written Just before he died on the 
field of battle a few weeks ago.
